CINCINNATI, Sept. 2 4 —The argnment 
in the Amerioan Bell telephone com- 
pany case in the United States circuit 
court terminated this morning, with the 
close of Hon. Joseph E. McDonald's 
speech for the company. 
All the 
speeches were reported in short hand 
and will be printed for the ose of the 
court. At the close of the argnment, 
the court said, that while it had a dis- 
tinct impression of the points involved, 
it wished all papers to be laid before it, 
in order that a review of the whole case 
could be made. 
The decision may 
therefore not be reached for several 
weeks. 


Charles Doll, a member of the late 
board of public works, and Charles T. 
Blackburn, its clerk, were arrested this 
noon upon the charge of embezzling 
$16,000 of the city's funds. There are 
rumors of other arrests to be made soon. 
These charges are based upon the dis- 
coveries made by the expert accountants 
wh o are examining the books of the late 
board of public works. 


Mayor James Morgan, who was 
meml^r of the former board of public» 
works, and who was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Foraker as a member of the b oard 
of public affairs, its successor, has also 
been arrested upon a similar charge. 
George T. Seiter, assistant clerk of the 
old board, has been re-arrested upon an 
other warrant for a similar offense. The 
amounts vary in different ca'jes, but the 
highest aggregate is over $10,000. 


N S W Y O B K , Sept. 24.—The Atlanta 
Constitution sent a dispatch to Frofes 
sor Wiggins, at his home in Ottawa, 
Ontario, asking if he stood by his pre- 
dictictions as published in the New York 
Herald^ and if he had anything to add 
for the warning or consolation of the 
region which sits above the path of his 
projected subterranean disturbance. The 
professor replied as follows: 


OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 24, 1886. 
Sir:—The earthquake wave that visit- 
ed Charleston and your region August 
30, has moved eastward, and from it 
there can be no future danger. The 
shock there yesterday were caused by 
the sun moving across the celestial equa- 
tor. 
There is positively no danger from 
earthquakes in your latitude east of the 
Bocky Mountains, except on Wednesday 
and even then the force will pass west- 
ward on a parallel south of you.

greatest danger is to Central America; 
South America and Oaliforoia. 
The 
forces that create the earthquake will 
cause a great storm with high tides, 
both in the north and south Atlantic, on 
Wednesday next, which, however, wil! 
not be felt in forty degrees of the equa

LouisviiiLB, Ky., Sept. 23.—In re- 
sponse to a suggestion of the Wine and 
Spirit Review, of this city, a call, with 
signers from Chicago, Louisville, St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, New York, Boston, 
and other points has been issued for a 
national convention of distillers, brew- 
ers and wholesale dealers, to be held in 
Chicago, Monday, October 18. 


The call says the convention is neces- 
sary to take some action to repel accusa- 
tions and check the growth of public 
sentiment hostile to the rights and busi- 
ness of the whisky trade. 
It saya this 
sentiment is no longer to be ignored, and 
the convention is therefore called. 


Seriously Beaten W i t h a Hoe. 


P E R U , Ind., Sept. 24.—Dr. Josiah 
Watson and his \»ife, of Peoria, this 
county, were yesterday arrested and 
brought to this city by Deputy Sheriff 
Butler, on the charge of assault and bat- 
tery with intent to kill. It seems that 
this worthy couple were not on the best 
of terms with one Carl Ebbert, a shoe- 
maker, of Peoria, and who figured prom- 
inently in the placing of his wife in the 
insane asylum a few weeks ago. 


Ebbert discovered the doctor digging 
potatoes in a field which he (Ebbert) 
claimed was his, and, it is alleged, that 
the doctor, assisted by his wife, beat 
Ebbert over the head and face with the 
hoe which he was using. Ebbert is very 
badly hurt, but it is thought to-day that 
he will recover. Watson came to this 
county about nine months ago. and has 
been practicing without a license, for 
which he has laid himself liable co a fine. 
Both parties are in jail awaiting a pre- 
liminary hearing. 


P o r t e r ' s History of Indiana. 
Ck>vemor Porter finds himself embar- 
rassed in writing his history of Indiana 
from the fact that so few, comparatively, 
of the public documents of the state 
have been preserved. Nevertheless, by 
searching the federal, as well as private 
records, he has been able to obtain his- 
torical data of great value and accuracy. 
The book will be ready for the printers 
early in 1887. It will be a volume of 
nearly 700 pages, and no doubt of indis- 
pensible value. Dillon's history of the 
state is the only one now in print that 
approaches completeness, and the gov- 
ernor's will form the beginning of a new 
epoch in Indiana literature.
